The 
department,  along  with  its  six  regional  coordinators  put  a 
vision  before  a  membership  of  27,000  to  pray  this  simple 
prayer  every  day  for  the  entire  year  Hundreds  of  individuals 
have  shared  their  testimony  with  our  speaker  as  to  how  their 
hves  have  changed  since  praying  the  prayer  of  Jabez.  World- 
wide the  book  by  Bruce  Wiikerson  has  had  phenomenal 
impact  on  Christians  and  non-believers  ahke. 

Yet,  Elder  Ezra  J.  Mendinghail  beUeves  that  it  takes  more 
than  a  desire  to  have  material  gain  for  God  to  reach  down 
and  respond  to  a  prayer  like  the  prayer  of  Jabez.  He  has 
certainly  enjoyed  God's  many  blessings  on  his  life,  family  and 
ministry.  From  the  seminaiy  to  the  pulpit  to  the  boardroom 
to  the  union  and  beyond,  Mendinghail  has  exhibited  spiri- 
tual giftedness  that  puts  him  far  beyond  his  50  plus  years.  He 
is  soft-spoken  yet  profound  and  tactful.  His  dedication  to 
ministi7  can  be  evidenced  by  the  fruit  that  has  remained.  He 
has  pastored  in  Northern  and  Central  Cahfornia  prior  to  his 
call  to  pastor  pastors,  as  coordinator  of  Black  Ministries  in 


Central  Cahfornia,  and  then  from  the  Pacific  Union  Confer- 
ence as  director  of  Regional  Ministries. 

Mendinghail,  husband  of  the  former  Linda  D.  Miller, 
and  father  of  Tonia  Denise  and  Ezra  Joel,  Jr.,  is  as  much 
devoted  to  lay  ministries  as  he  is  to  the  development  of 
leadership.  His  wife  remains  faithful  and  dedicated  to  her 
husband  and  family  even  as  she  pursues  a  master's  of  science 
in  Gerontology  at  the  University  of  Cahfornia-Los  Angeles. 
This  family's  personal  commitment  to  ministry  and  love  for 
Christ  fosters  a  passion  for  discipfing  and  nurturing  "a  priest- 
hood of  all  behevers." 

His  heart  for  evangehsm  outnumbers  his  available  Sab- 
baths to  speak  in  churches  across  the  country  and  abroad. 
He  still  makes  house  calls,  hospital  visitations  and  puts  in 
countless  hours  counseling,  mediating  and  advocating  family 
values.  Mendinghall's  vision  for  the  church-that  every 
member  of  the  church  becomes  a  vessel  that  the  Lord  can 
use  to  draw  precious  souls  to  Himself.

Timothy  Nixon  was  born  and  raised  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Oakwood  College,  BA  in  Theology- 
1981,  Andrews  University,  M  Div.  1983.  He  began  his  pasto- 
ral ministry  in  the  Northeastern  Conference.  From  1983-85 
he  was  the  Associate  Pastor  and  then  from  Oct.  1985-Jan. 
'86  served  as  the  interim  Pastor  of  the  Hanson  Place  Church 
in  Brooklyn.  From  1986-1990  he  served  as  the  Senior  Pastor 
of  the  Hudson  Valley  district.  In  1987  he  was  ordained  to  the 
Gospel  ministry  in  the  Northeastern  Conference.  While 
pastoring  in  the  Hudson  Valley,  over  200  souls  were  baptized, 
three  church  buildings  were  renovated  and  the  "Your  Bible 
Speaks"  radio  broadcast  was  inaugurated. 

In  January  of  1990  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Southeast- 
ern California  Conference  where  he  Pastored  the  Juniper 
Avenue  Church  in  Fontana,  CA.  In  his  first  year,  the  Juniper 
Ave  Church  had  the  highest  tithe  gain  per  capita  in  the  South- 
eastern CaUfornia  Conference.  In  April  1993  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Valley  Fellowship  church  in  Rialto.  During  his 
stay  at  Valley  over  100  souls  were  baptized  and  the  church 
estabhshed  a  school  of  lay  evangehsm. 

In  April  of  1995  Pastor  Nixon  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Allegheny  East  Conference.  He  Pastored  in  the  Greater 


Washington  D.C.  area  and  was  assigned  to  two  churches;  in 
Annapolis  and  St.  Leonard,  Maryland.  While  there  he 
developed  a  small  groups  ministry  and  conducted  four 
evangelistic  series.  During  his  three  year  tenure  50  souls  were 
baptized. 

In  March  of  1998  he  received  a  call  to  become  the 
Chaplain  of  Andrews  University.  He  accepted  the  call  and  in 
July  of  1998  assumed  the  position  of  Administrative  Chaplain. 

Pastor  Nixon  has  done  advanced  studies  in  Chnical 
Pastoral  Education  at  Loma  Linda  University  and  has 
completed  one  year  of  doctoral  course  work  in  Marriage  & 
Family  Therapy  at  Chapman  University  in  Southern  Cahfornia. 

He  has  taught  Youth  Ministry  in  the  Black  Church  context 
for  Andrews  University's  Theological  Seminary,  and  presently 
serves  as  adjunct  professor  for  the  University's  undergraduate 
rehgion  department. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Sandria  Lalasingh  in  1985. 
They  have  been  blessed  with  two  children;  Michael,  fourteen 
and  Camille,  seven.

while  at  Andrews,  Phyllis  worked  as  a  dean  in  the  women's 
residence  hall.  Again  their  apartment  became  a  retreat  for 
youth  needing  a  loving,  caring  environment. 

While  at  Andrews,  Ron  and  Phyllis  began  their  family, 
being  the  proud  parents  of  a  son,  Myron.  Then  they  were 
blessed  with  a  beautiful  four-year-old  daughter,  Letetia,  from 
Korea.  Myron  is  a  1999  graduate  of  Oakwood  College.  He  is 
employed  by  the  South  Central  Conference.  His  wife  Shane' 
is  also  an  Oakwood  graduate.  Letetia  graduated  from 
Columbia  Union  College  and  works  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Ron  and  Phylhs  work  as  a  team,  providing  service  to 
youth.  In  1979,  Ron  was  employed  by  the  Allegheny  East 
Conference.  Wherever  they  pastored,  youth  activities  were 
strengthened  and/or  revived.  It  was  while  pastoring  in  New 
Jersey  when  Phylhs  met  a  homeless  family  who  was  hving  in 
a  motel.  She  invited  the  family  home  for  dinner.  Each  week- 
end afterwards,  the  son  walked  many  blocks  to  the  Edmonds' 
home  to  attend  church.  The  following  year,  Ron  and  Phylhs 
enrolled  him  in  church  school  and  eventually  he  was  adopted 
as  a  son  of  the  Edmonds.  This  son  went  to  Oakwood  College. 
Illness  prevented  him  from  graduating  but  he  is  working  and 
preparing  to  return  to  complete  his  degree  in  theology. 

The  Edmonds  give  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  entrusting  them 
with  the  five  children  given  them.  Although  only  one  is  their 
birth  child,  they  are  all  surrounded  with  love,  care  and 
support  that  Christian  parents  can  give.  Their  other  children, 
Cory  and  Yolanda,  live  in  Laurel,  Maryland.  They  are  now 
enjoying  grand  parenting  to  four.  On  a  minister's  salary,  they 
have  assisted  many  students  at  Pine  Forge  Academy  and  have 
provided  assistance  for  more  than  12  students  at  Oakwood. 

While  at  camp  meeting  just  a  few  years  ago.  Pastor 
Edmonds  responded  to  a  frantic  call  from  a  camper  in  a 
trailer.

Although  the  lady  succumbed  to  comphcations  from 
the  first.  Pastor  Edmonds  carries  scars  from  that  heroic  act. 

Pastor  and  Mrs.  Edmonds  are  presently  pastoring  the 
Edmondson  Heights  Seventh-day  Adventist  Church  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Phylhs  is  an  attorney,  working  for  US 
Airways  in  Crystal  City,  Virginia. 

They  feel  blessed  to  have  provided  long  term  housing, 
hope  and  encouragement  in  a  Christian  home  to  more  than 
100  people  during  their  short  eight  years  of  marriage. 

Just  a  few  months  ago,  Ron  baptized  the  daughter  of  the 
aunt  who  was  responsible  for  his  being  an  Adventist.  We  say 
to  God  be  the  glory.  Truly  our  family  of  the  year  has  hved  out 
the  text  of  Matthew  25:35,  36,  "I  was  hungry,  and  you  gave 
me  food.

Pastor  Ronald  and  Mrs.  Phylhs  Edmonds  as  a  team  are 
dedicated  and  committed  to  Christian  education,  Oakwood 
College  and  guiding  and  motivating  young  people,  pointing 
them  in  the  right  direction. 

After  six  weeks  of  introduction  to  Adventism  and  the 
Three  Angels  message  at  an  evangelistic  crusade  in  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  Ron  was  encouraged  to  attend  Oakwood  College. 
As  a  student  coming  from  the  Allegheny  East  Conference, 
where  the  Pathfinder  Organization  was  a  viable  department, 
Ron  discovered  that  the  Pathfinder  club  was  inactive.  He 
revived  the  dormant  Oakwood  College  Pathfinder  Club  and 
was  elected  director  by  the  college  church  in  1973.  In  this 
role  and  as  an  employee  on  the  Security  Patrol,  Ron  was  able 
to  guide,  and  point  many  young  men  in  the  right  direction. 
He  became  a  "big  brother"  to  many  fatherless  male  students. 
Ron  graduated  from  Oakwood  in  August  1975  with  a  degree 
in  theology  and  completed  his  Masters  of  Divinity  degree  at 
Andrews  University  in  1978.  While  at  Andrews,  Ron  was  the 
assistant  director  of  the  Adventurers  Club. 

The  commitment  to  Christian  education  began  long 
before  Ron  and  PhyUis  were  married  and  became  parents  of 
their  own.  Ron  met  Phyllis  when  she  was  a  girl's  dean  and 
teacher  at  Pine  Forge  Academy. 

Beginning  married  hfe  in  August  of  1973  while  a  third 
year  theology  student  at  Oakwood  was  a  challenge.  Manag- 
ing the  meager  income  earned  by  Phylhs,  the  Edmonds  home 
was  "home  away  from  home"  to  academy  college  students 
who  needed  love,  a  good  meal,  encouragement  and  even  a 
few  doUars.  This  began  the  "open  door"  for  many  college 
students  who  could  not  afford  to  live  in  the  dormitory. 

Phyllis  graduated  from  Pine  Forge  Academy  and  attended 
Oakwood  College.  After  graduating  from  Pacific  Union  Col- 
lege, she  worked  at  Oakwood  Academy  and  the  CoUege  while 
her  husband  completed  his  studies.  At  the  Academy,  she  was 
a  class  and  student  organizations  sponsor.  Ron  was  the  "class 
dad,"  serving  as  chauffeur  and  counselor  and  friend  to  students.

Doris  Patterson  (Brown)  was  born  in  Roberson  County 
in  the  city  of  Red  Springs,  North  Carohna  in  a  family  of  share- 
croppers. She  learned  at  an  early  age  that  the  family  empha- 
sized three  important  facts  that  one  must  never  forget-loyalty, 
love  and  responsibihty. 

She  was  taught  early  that  one  must  be  loyal  to  oneself  in 
order  to  be  loyal  to  each  member  in  the  family  and  that 
"family"'  was  all  the  people  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood 
(whether  they  were  biological  or  not) ,  then  love  and  being 
responsible  would  foUow.  Schoohng  during  her  early  years 
was  important  but  her  family  was  sharecroppers  and  for  sur- 
vival farming  came  first.  She  attended  several  small  county 
schools,  such  as  Snow  Hill  Elementary  School,  Maxton 
Elementary  School,  Wakaula  School  and  Patherford  Elem- 
entary School.  Doris  has  fond  memories  of  teachers  from 
those  schools.  The  greatest  joy  was  completing  eighth  grade 
from  Patherford  in  anticipation  of  attending  Red  Springs  High 
School,  which  was  a  city  school.  She  recalls  getting  dressed- 
up  (stockings,  hair  curled  and  first  pair  of  shiny  dressy  patent 
shoes)  for  the  graduation  ceremony  and  her  mother  stating, 
"Don't  think  you  are  grown  because  you  are  wearing  high 
heel  shoes." 

Doris  completed  Red  Springs  High  School  in  1955  with 
a  goal  of  some  day  attending  college.  Red  Springs  had  a  small 
teacher's  college  and  Doris  wished  she  could  attend  that 
college  knowing  that  no  black  student  had  ever  attended  the 
college.  No  one  in  her  family  had  completed  college  and  her 
vision  was  then  set  on  CantreU  College,  a  small  teacher's 
college  in  Cantrell,  North  Carohna. 

Doris  worked  on  the  farm  but  later  became  a  hve-in 
babysitter  in  FayetteviUe,  North  Carohna  but  her  goal  was  to 
attend  coUege  after  saving  some  funds.  On  weekends  and 
days  off  Doris  would  spend  time  with  her  cousins  who  hved 
in  FayetteviUe  and  were  Seventh  Day  Adventist.  She  received 
Bible  studies  and  explanations  on  how  and  why  they  were 


Adventist.  Doris  began  hstening  to  HMS  Richards'  radio 
program  and  completed  her  first  Bible  study  course.  Going 
home  to  Red  Springs  was  met  with  resistance  from  her  grand- 
parents. Her  grandmother  began  telhng  her,  "Look  I'm  a 
Methodist,  I've  sent  you  to  church  every  Sunday  and  you  sing 
in  the  choir,  you  do  other  things  in  the  church.  Why  are  you 
hstening  to  them  about  this  going  to  church  on  Saturday?" 
They  she  stated,  "I  was  born  a  Methodist  and  I  will  die  a 
Methodist."  Doris'  interest  in  knowing  more  about  Adventism 
continued  and  a  friend  gave  her  Bible  studies  and  she  was 
baptized  shortly  thereafter 

Doris  later  became  a  Colporteur,  selling  the  Message 
Magazine  and  other  books  with  a  goal  of  attending  Oakwood 
College  in  Alabama.  While  enroUed  in  studies  in  Oakwood 
College,  Doctors  Richards,  Rogers,  Dykes  and  other  chaUeng- 
tng  instructors  provided  her  with  a  Christ-given  experience 
that  wUl  never  be  forgotten.  The  Christ-hke  experience  of 
hving  in  the  dormitory  is  a  valuable  experience  she  wishes  to 
pass  on  to  the  sttidents  who  wish  to  attend  Oakwood.  Doris 
holds  a  BA  degree  in  Early  Childhood  Education  from 
Brooklyn  CoUege,  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

Doris  Patterson-Brown  has  two  adult  sons,  Everton,  a 
manager  for  a  forwarding  company  in  New  York,  and  Roderick, 
who  is  a  Professional  Mental  Health  registered  nurse  at  one 
of  the  city  hospitals  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  Doris  has  three 
granddaughters. 

Doris  Patterson-Brown  hves  in  Brooklyn,  attends  the 
Bethel  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church  in  Brooklyn,  is  an  active 
member  in  the  A.  Samuel  Rashford  chapter  of  the  Oakwood 
CoUege  Alumni  Association,  a  member  of  the  Kings  Daughter 
Chapter  I,  Brooklyn  and  works  for  the  New  York  City  Pohce

A  native  of  Houston,  Pennsylvania,  Ola  BeUe  Hatcher 
was  born  October  12,  1920  to  Mr  Clair  and  Mrs.  Ehse  Myra 
Lee  Graves  WiUiams.  Her  education  began  at  Chartiers  Town- 
ship School  in  Midland,  Pennsylvania  where  she  completed 
8th  grade.  From  there  she  attended  Cannonsburg  High  School 
in  Cannonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  speciahzed  in  Home  Econom- 
ics courses,  learning  to  cook  and  sew  and  care  for  the  home. 
Ola  graduated  in  the  class  of  1940. 

From  1940-1948,  she  hved  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey 
and  did  days  work  to  make  ends  meet.  In  Montclair,  she  met 
her  future  husband.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  handsome 
Junius  Leborne  Hatcher  proclaimed  that  she  would  one  day 
be  his  wife.  Junius  worked  in  Montclair  selhng  Message 
Magazines  from  Oakwood  College  to  earn  money  to  return 
to  Oakwood  College  where  he  was  a  pre-med  student,  band, 
and  choir  member  True  to  his  word,  Junius  married  Ola  in  a 
garden  ceremony  June  27,  1948,  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey, 
by  Elder  Kibble.  They  were  married  for  36  years,  for  Junius 
Hatcher  passed  away  in  1987.

During  this  time,  Ola  was  an  active  member  of  Ebenezer 
Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church  in  Philadelphia  where  she  was 
a  choir  member  and  the  church  clerk  for  27  years.  She 
worked  for  the  Housing  Authority  for  1 5  years  and  retired  in 
1984.  In  1984  Ola  moved  to  Orlando,  Florida  with  her  hus- 
band. 

Though  retired,  she  has  not  led  a  sedentary  hfe.  Ola 
Hatcher  is  a  member  of  Mt.  Sinai  Seventh  Day  Adventist 
Church  where  she  is  president  of  the  Senior  Citizens  Club 
and  president  of  the  Sanctuary  Choir  She  and  her  husband 
were  strong  financial  supporters  of  Oakwood  College,  for 
they  beheved  that  every  young  person  who  wants  to  further 
his/her  education  should  be  helped  to  reach  that  goal.  She  is 
also  an  active  member  of  the  Oakwood  College  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, Greater  Orlando  Chapter  She  is  a  member  of  Kings 
Daughters  I,  Orlando,  Florida;  is  president  of  Senior  Citizens 
Club;  is  a  Day  Care  Worker  at  Mt.  Sinai  Child  Development 
Center-Volunteer  Service;  volunteers  for  the  March  of  Dimes;

Lloyd  H.  Wilson  Jr.  was  born  in  New  Haven,  CT,  the 
fourth  of  six  children  of  Lloyd  and  Josephine  Wilson.  His 
paternal  grandmother  was  instrumental  in  his  conversion  into 
the  Seventh-day  Adventist  Church.  He  was  baptized  in  1952 
by  Elder  Frank  Fletcher 

Lloyd  met  Angela  Steward,  his  wife  of  forth-six  years,  at 
a  youth  camp.  She  was  a  teacher  at  Northeastern  Academy, 
serving  as  a  camp  counselor  She  was  a  teacher  at  Northeast- 
ern Academy,  serving  as  a  camp  counselor  A  year  later  they 
married.  Shortly  after,  he  was  drafted  into  the  Army  During 
the  Korean  Conflict  he  fimctioned  first  as  a  medic  and  later 
as  a  chaplain's  assistant,  serving  with  Chaplain  Joseph  T.

After  the  birth  of  his 
second  child,  Lloyd  felt  the  "caU  of  God"  to  enter  the  gospel 
ministry. 

With  limited  funds,  a  wife  and  two  toddlers,  Lloyd  en- 
rofled  at  Oakwood  CoUege  in  1956.  To  provide  for  his  fam- 
ily, and  pay  tuition,  he  drove  the  coUege  laundry  truck,  fired 
the  bofler-ftimaces,  worked  for  the  custodial  department,  and 
assisted  the  boys  dean  in  Peterson  HaU  at  night.  In  May  of 
i960  he  completed  his  studies  at  Oakwood. 

Lloyd,  his  wife  and  three  children  arrived  at  Andrews 
University  with  $67.00  and  some  groceries.  He  graduated  in 
1962,  with  a  M.  Div  In  Nov  1962  Lloyd  was  caUed  by  the

Northeastern  Conf.  to  serve  as  Youth  Pastor  at  the  Ephesus 
Church  in  N.Y.C.,  assisting  Elder  Robert  (Bob)  Carter  After 
three  glorious  years,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Faith  Church, 
Hartford,  CT.  Here  he  was  privUeged  to  carry  fuU  pastoral 
responsibility.  With  God's  help,  he  was  able  to  see  the  church 
mortgage  paid  off  and  funds  raised  for  the  purchasing  of  a 
larger  church. 

A  caU  to  Bridgeport,  CT,  with  new  responsibilities  at  the 
Calvary  SDA  Church,  came  in  1968.  A  year  was  spent  here 
bringing  stabflity  to  the  church's  financial  structure  before 
the  appeal  was  made  to  come  to  Oakwood  as  Dean  of  Men. 
"Pastor  Wilson"  was  soon  to  become  "Dean  Wilson"  alias  "The 
Midnight  Creeper,"  who  took  his  ministry  into  the  residence 
hall  as  a  role  model  and  mentor  for  his  captive  congregation. 

Three  years  were  spent  in  active  service  at  the  "Oaks," 
helping  to  develop  in  the  youth  under  his  influence,  the  value 
of  Christian  education.  The  integration  of  the  Loma  Linda 
University  Student  Life  Services  came  as  a  caU  to  duty  for 
Dean/Pastor  Wflson  and  he  answered  "yes,"  thus  becoming 
the  first  male  Afro-American  to  serve  at  any  of  the  North 
American  Division  Seventh-day  Adventist  coUeges  or  univer- 
sities, other  than  Oakwood,  as  a  residence  hall  dean. 

In  this  capacity  he  functioned  as  sponsor  of  the  Black 
Student  Association,  sponsor  of  the  Chinese  Club,  co-spon- 
sor of  the  Korean  Club,  advisor  to  the  United  Student  Move- 
ment, and  Faculty  Senator 

WhUe  working  at  Loma  Linda  University,  Dean  Wflson 
completed  a  Masters  degree  in  counsefing  and  guidance. 

Having  worked  twenty-five  years  as  Dean  of  Men  at  the 
Loma  Linda/La  Sierra  University  Campus  has  given  Dean 
Wilson  the  distinction  of  serving,  in  this  position,  on  one 
campus,  longer  than  any  other  male  dean  at  any  Adventist 
coflege  or  university  in  the  North  American  Division. 

The  Wilson's  have  four  children-L.  Duane  (Tina  Wfl- 
son), Cheryl  (Kenneth)  Jenkins,  Jeffrey  and  Lori  Wflson. 

Upon  retirement  in  1997  the  Wflson's  returned  to  Hunts- 
viUe,  AL  where  Dean  Wilson  is  busier  than  ever  After  volun- 
teering his  services  at  Carter  Hall  as  the  #1  counselor/main- 
tenance man  the  first  year,  he  was  asked  to  work  with  the 
deans  in  Peterson  Hafl.  At  the  present  time,  he  is  the  Minister 
of  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  First  Elder  at  the  Oakwood  Coflege 
Church,  and  serving  as  the  "week-end"  dean  at  Peterson  Hall. 

Dean/Elder  Wilson's  Philosophy  is  "One  person  can 
make  a  difference."
